The Silent Service. . 

In the long and detailed reports 
which have come through with 
regard to the great earthqiake 
disaster in Japan there has beon 
a remarkable lack of information 
as to the part played by the 
British Navy. Well named. the 


|” Silent Service,” the boys in blue 


have a great distaste for the 
Limelight, and in this, as in many 
other expeditions in which they 
have taken part. the Navy has 
just “ carried on” quietly. During 
the war there was the cry. 
“What is the Navy doing 2” 
while Jack just went about his 
his job as silently as ever, 
The critics were satisfied when 
the facts came to light afterwards. 
In the Japam disaster it is the 
same. We have heard of criticism 
from the North and it is the same 
question asked, “What is the 
Navy doing?” We can reply to 
them: The British Navy has 
done and is doing a great deal in 
connection with relieving the 
distress in the devastated areas 
of stricken Nippan. Whether we 
shall ever hear full details of the 
work they -have done, we do not 
know. It is fairly certain we 
vhall get no more than the hare 
facts, if anything, from, the Navy 
itself, and at present it is 
possible to get practically no 
details whatever. However, news 
« filter through. The Naval 
Is in Japan have placed their 
wireless at Japan's disposal, we 
have heard, and Admiral Leveson 
and the officers and men of the 
Hawkins have been doing invalu- 
able work. ‘The Senior Service is 
Keeping by the old traditions: of 
that ever Briton may well rest 
assured, They alsu seem to he 
Keeping up their reputation as the 
“Silent Servic.” All we definitely 
know is that they are in Japan 
and “carrying on.” But that is 
quite sufficient four these who 
Know.the Navy. 


Bavarian Unrest. | 

Of all the German States that 
went to form the old Empire, 
Bavaria was the least amenable 
to Prussian domination. The 
Feople themselves have little 
im common with the nurthern 
Tentons, due toa large admixture 
of Latin elements and religious 
differences. Since the downfall 
of the Prussian Hvhenzollern 
regime, the Bavarians have been 
restless. Their leaders are most- 
ly men of super-Nationalist ten- 
dencie-, but 
leans to separatist principles, 
with more than e dash of monar- 
chist feeling t help estrange 
them from the comparative- 
ly budirgeoi-e republicanism’ of 
Berlin. We read again and again 
of independent organisations 
being formed in Bavaria, with 
threats of revolt, and the, latest 
news points to quite a -serious 
movement in operation. Perhaps 
the faction leaders hope to take 
advantege of the German Gov- 
ernment’s very troubled era before 
eny definite improvement can set 
in. The Berlin authorities on 
their part are evidently. deter- 
mined to suppress ruthlessly the 
least uprising. [t.is doubtful if 
an independent Bavaria would be 
fostered by the other nations of 
Europe We,already have too 
many uf these little States, a 
temptation ty others dad a danger 
tu the peace of the world. -

.. WITH FLOODS. 

. The following report on the 
state of Happy Valley has been 
forwarded to the Stewards of the 
Jockey Club by the Clerk of the 
Course — *- sy, 

The drainage of Wong-Nei- 
Cheong valley is mainly effected 
by o nullsh passing along the 
Western side of the Racecourse 
which is covered ib by a cement 
roof whore it passes through the 
Jockey Club property,—along the 
rails, and under the Judge's Box. 
and it is thought thar. this 
drainage would be sufficient were 
it not for aniadditional discharge 


from the cemetery nullah which] full 


passes into the Racecouse. nullah 
under the weighing room. 

When ‘exceptional rainfall 
occurs, the cemetery nullah 
brings down.sand and debris-- 


more than usual just now owing |. 


to building operations on Stubbs 
Road,—which~ chokes up the 
Racecourse nullah, and has pre. 
viousty caused congestion which 
forced the cement roof off on 
Taany occasions. . 

As this caused a lot of damage, 
while the water in any case 
forced its way on to the course 
when the nullah was full, it was 
necessary to make the best of a 
bad business, and accordingly’ a 
number. of earthenware pipes 
were placed near the roof of the 
oultah, and at the point where is 
enters the Jockey Club property 
a cement sill was made. the 
object being to enable the water! 
to flow on to the course quietly, 
instead of forcing the cement 
roof up. 

When an exceptional rainfall 
occurs, and the nullah fills up, 
there is always damage to the 
grass course near the mile: post, 
owing to sand and debris carried 
over the sill and discharged on 
the course. 


THE FIRST CASE. 

The first case thi> year was 
Wath. April when 4.95 inches 
of rain fell, but the damage was 
soon repaired, as there was only 
moderate rainfall during ‘the re. 
mainder of the month. 

May passed without incident. 
and there was only one heavy 
fall in June’ which was easily 
dealt with. 

Fairly heavy rain for three 

days from 21st. July caused a 
little trouble, but the course was 
cleared only to be damaged aguin 
on 27th. June when 5.4 inches 
fell. : 
-The mud was »craped off the 
course ugain not voly at the mile 
post but slso at the football 
ground, the damage being this 
time more extensive as the nullah 
was getting partly choked with 
sand and the ditches with mud, 

Before this work was complet- 
ed, 5.1 inches fell on Sth Angust 
and 1.7 inches on 6th, the damage 
being egain augmented. On ilth, 


2th and 13th nearly an inch fell 


each day, preventing work, and 
causing further deposits of mud’ 
TYPHOON, NEXT. 

On 18th August came . the 
centre of a typhoon. with an 
exceptional rate of rainfall fora 
short period, though only 49 
inches in the 24 hours. This filled 
the nullah at the village, and the 
retaining wall carried away, mud 
sand and large stones being 


. }eWept across the course at the

valley became a lake. . 

This time the water did not 
subside for several days, but as 
soon es possible the, work of 
clearing the course was resumed, 
the damage being very consider- 
able. Good progress was being 
made when ‘1.6 inches on 27th 
August stopped work again, 2.3 
inches falling the next day and a 
veritable deluge the day after of 
7A8> inches, followed by further 
heavy rains for several days 
which stupped training -on ‘the 
course altogether. The nullak 
was then full of sand, the. water 
flowing over the tup and discharg- 
ing across the Racecourse, run- 
ning down the sand track like a 
Tiver. ‘ . 

Many. sorious landslips had 
vccurred in different parts of the
